Atlantic 
seaboard, 
a c­ 
companied in this city by hail, 
had brought v irtually no relief 
today to the period of torrid 
weather. 
The mercury mounted to 9 0 de­ 
grees in New York, making it the 
hottest J une 14 in 37 y ears. Fiv e 
persons died of the heat and 
sev en were prostrated. Beaches 
were crowded and many spent 
the night on the sand to enjoy 
the cooling ocean breezes. 
A 
15-minute rain and hail 
storm shortly after dusk brought 
temporary 
relief. 
During 
the 
storm a bolt of lightning struck 
the new 13-story French hospital 
in West 30th street, tearing a 
500-pound terra-cotta ball from 
the roof and ripping a ton of 
bricks from the roof sun parlor 
wall. The 126 patients and v isi­ 
tors were thrown into ex citement 
but no one was injured. 
Two persons were killed by 
lightning in upper New York 
state, while considerable proper­ 
ty damage was done throughout 
the state and in Camden and 
New Yewark, N. J .

OHIO MURDER CASE 


Washington, J une 15—(/P)—The 
farm relief bill demanded by 
President Hoov er and obtained 
from congress after prolonged 
controv ersy in the senate was on 
his desk today for signature, ex ­ 
actly two months after the spe­ 
cial session was conv ened pri­ 
marily to enact this legislation. 
The report debenture proposal, 
the major joint of controv ersy 
between the administration and 
the coalition of Democrats and 
Republican Independents in the 
senate, was out of the bill and 
the president’s approv al, after 
the compliance with custom by 
submitting it this morning to the 
treasury and agriculture depart­ 
ments, was a mere formality . 
The measure, marking the cul­ 
mination of y ears of political and 
legislativ e effort to solv e the eco­ 
nomic problems, of agriculture 
was the last of three major farm 
relief bills sent to the White 
House by recent congresses and 
the only one known in adv ance 
to be acceptable to the chief ex e­ 
cutiv e. The other two, the Mc- 
Nary -Haugen 
bills, 
both 
con­ 
tained equalization fee prov i­ 
sions which prov es just as objec­ 
tionable 
to 
former 
President 
Coolidge as the debenture plan 
was to Mr. Hoov er. 
The new bill was taken to the 
White House personally by Secre­ 
tary Hy de late y esterday after 
Speaker Longworth 
and 
Vice 
President Curtis had signed it, 
shortly after the senate, v oting 
74 to 8 , had accepted the second 
report of its representativ es in 
the joint conference negotiations 
with the house recommending 
elimination of the debenture pro­ 
v ision. The house had ex pressed 
its approv al earlier without a 
roll call. 
The senate ratification of the 
conference agreement was made 
possible by the decision of the 
Democrats under the leadership 
of Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
and most of the Republican In­ 
dependents, who twice insisted 
upon inclusion of the debenture 
proposal, to permit the legisla ­ 
tion to pass after the house v oted 
on their issue. Many , howev er, 
ex pressed their protest

Some Bonds Run High 
The gov ernment has about 500,-

ment, 0 1 1 a ship building job, has 
ex acted a bond as high as $15,000,-

About 100,000 persons in the postal 
serv ice are bonded, including post­ 
masters whose bonds run all the 
way from $5000 to $100,000, in ac­

money they handle, and mail car­ 
riers and clerks, whose sureties 
range from $500 to $200» ) or $3000. 
Until 1S9 4 the gov ernment had 
to accept bonds from indiv idual 
guarantors instead of from cor­ 
porations and in that y ear there 
was about $50,000,000 in accumu­ 
lated claims 
against

who 
had gone bond for public 
serv ants and had disappeared or 
been found to be Insolv ent. 
Con­ 
gress gav e the business to surety 
companies and today competition

is

This section is a clearing 
house for all bonds and it is Law­ 
rence’s job to see that all surety 
companies doing gov ernment bond 
business are financially strong. He 
has an approv ed list of 9 4 com­ 
panies from which the treasury will 
accept bonds.

The general title for this les­ 
son is -Judah Taken Captive," 
and its teachings are based upon 
the story of the fall of the So uth­ 
ern Kingdom, or the Kingdom of 
Judah, and the carrying off of 
the people to Babylon. 
It will be remembered th a t the 
N o rthern Kingdom of Israel, or, 
the Kingdom of the Ten Tribes, 
had fallen over 180 years before 
the events described in this les­ 
son, and the people of th a t king­ 
dom had been dispersed, becom­ 
ing known in history as the “Lost 
Ten Tribes of Israel." 
The people of the So uthern 
Kingdom, or the Kingdom of Ju­ 
dah, now carried away to Baby­ 
lon, were later restored, or at 
least their descendants were re­ 
stored to Palestine. 
In the m eantim e during the 
period of the captivity a great 
prophetic era arose ii Israel, and 
the religious teachers and lead­ 
ers of Israel, among a people in 
exile, struck the highest notes of 
m o ral 
and ^spiritual 
idealism, 
giving to the world a profound 
philosophy of trium ph in defeat. 
Story of Division 
How did tnis division in Israel 
come about? The story of it is 
found in 1 Kings, chapters 11 to 
14. The division came about fol­ 
lowing the glorious reign of Solo-

farm relief bill demanded by 
President Hoover and obtained 
from congress after prolonged 
controversy in the senate was on 
his desk today for signature, ex- 
actly, two months after the sper 
cial session was convened pri- 
marily .to enact this legislation: 


The report debenture proposal, 


the major joint of . controversy 
between the administration and 
the' coalition of Democrats arid 
Republican Independents in the 
senate, was out of the bill and 
the president's approval, after 
the compliance with custom by 
submitting it this morning to the 
treasury and agriculture depart- 
ments, was a mere formality. 


The measure, marking the cul- 


mination of years of political and 
legislative effort to solve the eco- 
nomic problems, of agriculture 
was the last of three major farm 
relief bills sent to the White 
House by recent congresses and 
the only one known in advance 
to be. acceptable to the chief exe- 
cutive. The other two, the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bills, both con- 
tained equalization fee provi- 
sions which proves just as objec- 
tionable ta former President 
Coolidge as the debenture plan 
was to Mr. Hoover. 


The new bill was taken to the 


White House personally by Secre- 
tary Hyde late yesterday after 
Speaker Longworth and Vice 
President Curtis had signed it, 
shortly after the senate,-voting 
74 to 8, had accepted the second 
report of its representatives in 
the joint conference negotiations 
with the house recommending 
elimination of the debenture pro- 
vision. The house had .expressed 
its approval earlier without a 
roll call. 


The senate ratification of the 


conference agreement was made 
possible by the decision of the 
Democrats under the leadership 
cf Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
and most of ther Republican In- 
dependents, who twice insisted 
upon inclusion of the debenture 
proposal, to permit the legisla- 
tion to pass after the house voted 
on then* issue.

The letter follows: 
••One of the greatest services 


The American Legion has found 
to perform has been emergency 
relief in time of disaster. That 
the Legion has rendered such 
service quickly, intelligently and 
in a manner possible only to men 
trained in wartime discipline, i:: 
attested by the thousands of 
lives which have been saved and 
by a'general public appreciation 
but of which has come the slo- 
gan: 'In time of disaster—The 
American Legion.' 


-The experiences in the floods 


of New England; in the disasters 
in Florida; in the floods of the 
Mississippi; when the dam broke 
in California, and in scores oi 
other emergencies, have led us to 
organize emergency relief uniti 
in all of our posts. This has not 
been an effort to take the place 
of existing relief organizations, 
but to give relief in the 'gap per- 
iod' -before -ether relief -organiza- 
tions come on the scene. When 
such organizations do appear, 
then the Legion joins hands with 
them in a common effort.to serve 
and to rehabilitate. 


-Our experiences have shown 


us the urgent need of an emerg- 
ency relief fund. In the past our 
posts in the heart of the disaster 
have depleted their treasuries to 
purchase food, clothing, medicine 
and other necessities before the 
•organized relief 
organizations 


could function."Many lives have 
been saved with the money from 
the pockets of the Legionnaires 
first on the scene. 


-This has worked a hardship 


on individual Legionnaires, who 
not only have furnished the 
man-power, in the emergency 
3ut the funds as well, some times 
to the extent of real and person- 
al financial embarrassment. 


"The tenth annual national 


convention in San Antonio, rec- 
ognizing this necessity of the Le- 
gion raising a national emergen- 
cy relief fund, issued a mandate 
ihat it be done. The national ex- 
ecutive committee, at its meeting 
n May, like-wise adopted a reso- 
lution decreeing that contribu- 
tions be collected from members 
of the Legion and the Auxiliary; 
;hat each department be urged to 
collect a sum which shall equal 
at least ten cents per member; 
and that the sum be turned over 
io National Headquarters. 


"In conforming to the conven- 


tion mandate and the national 
executive committee resolution, I 
icreby set the week beginning 
July 1 for the collections to be 
made in each department, in the 
manner deemed best and most 
expedient by the department 
commander, and the posts under 
tiis jurisdiction..

BIRDS — GREATEST OF FRIENDS. 


Although some varieties of birds are consid- 


ered a great nuisante by farmers and others, it 
is doubtful that any of these feathered tribes are 
more destructive than useful. 


Birds are the natural enemies of mankind. 


Scientists have declared that without continued 
research and the employment of improved 
means of combating insect pests they would 
overrun the world and destroy all other life, in- 
cluding man. 


The rapidity with which certain insects mul- 


tiply is beyond the imagination. For example, 
a par of pucerons, a species of flea, may in a 
year produce more than 441 quadrillion young: 
One small bird, such as a tomtit, will destroy 1,- 
500 of these in a day; a partridge will eat 30,000 
white grubs in a year. Various birds have their 
favorite insects upon which they prey, but all 
eat practically any insect which crosses their 
path. 


With this ever-present menace of insects to 


combat, we can hardly have too many birds. Not 
only out of humane sentiment, but as an actual 
protection to civilization, the birds should be 
spared. 


A POOR ARGUMENT. 


Governor C. C. Young of California seems "to 


have evolved a new principle of criminal law. 


Writing to the Los Angeles Church Federa- 


tion in regard to the case of Tom Mooney, who 
has been in prison 13 years for a murder which 
he did not commit. Governor Young remarked 
that "if there is not certainty of his innocence, 
but only a doubt as to his guilt," Mooney should 
be treated just as any other prisoner—allowed 
to seek a parole through the regular channels. 
If, he continues, there was a "probability of his 
guilt," he should stay in prison. 


This is directly opposite to the regular legal 


principle. Juries 'are forbidden to convict unless 
the defendant is proven guilty beyond reason- 
able doubt. They cannot convict on a proba- 


bility. 
The prisoner always gets the benefit of 


the' doubt. 


Governor Young is not on very firm ground 


in taking this stand. He is adopting an argu 
ment that cannot possibly be defended. 


BIANY LOSERS.. 


The lotteries that arc run hi connection 


with the English Derby have, as usual, brought 
unexpected riches to several highly lucky ticket 
holders. 


Reading of the winnings of these people, we 


are apt to assume that buying lottery tickets is a 
fine way ^o get fame and fortune. 
When an 


investment of one dollar can bring cash returns 
of more -than $80,000, the old maxims about 
frugality, hard work and perseverance hardly 
seem valid. 


Nevertheless, there is this to remember; ail 


of the money that these lucky winners got came 
from investors who were not so lucky. Every 
cent of the lotteries' winnings came from the 
pockets of people who. bought tickets. 


In other words, for each winner there were 


scores of thousands of losers. 


That's the thing we're apt to forget. It's a 


good point to Tceep hi mind.

Sonic Bonds Run High 


The government has about 500,- 


000 bonds in force, a majority of 
them to insure the performance of 
contracts. The principal o£ these 
bonds runs all the way from S50 
to 510,000,000 and the Navy Depart- 
ment, on a ship building job, has

000.

Until 1S94 the government had

who had gone bond for public 
servants and had disappeared or 
been found to be insolvent. Con- 
gress gave the business to surety 
companies and today rompetition 
between them- is so keen, that sev- 
eral keep girls hanging around the 
\Vhite House to get each new list 
ot nominations as'fast as they come 
from the presidential officcs,vso the 
companies may go after the ap- 
pointee for his bond business.. 


AH 
government: bonding 
Is 


handled, through the section of. 
surety bonds in the treasury, the 
chief of which is Thomas L. Law- 
rence. This section is a clearing 
house for all bonds and it Is Law- 
rence's job to- see tliat'all surety 
companies doing .government bond 
business are financially strong. He 
has an approved list of 94 com- 
panies front which the treasury will 
accept bonds. .Last year Lawrence 
made four companies refinance, 
under penalty of losing all business 
with federal appointees. 


About 200,000 bonds a year arc 


taken. 
The largest one was for 


§7,000,000,' (covering" construction 
work on .the new Department of 
Commerce building. The govern- 
ment customarily takes a 50 per 
cent bond on all its contract work. 
Contractors, of course, make the 
government pay the bonding costs, 
by including them in the original 
bid under one heading or. another. 
Naturally so. The contractor oa 
the Commerce building, for ex- 
ample, had to pay more thaii S160.- 
000 for his bond.

The general title for this les- 


son is •• Judah Taken Captive," 
and its teachings are based upon 
the story of the fall of the South- 
ern Kingdom, or the Kingdom of 
Judah, and the carrying off of 
the people to Babylon. 


It will be remembered that the 


Northern Kingdom of Israel, or, 
the Kingdom of the Ten Tribes, 
had fallen over 180 years before 
the events described in this les- 
son, and the people of that king- 
dom had been dispersed, becom- 
ing known in history as the "Lost 
Ten Tribes of Israel." 


The people of the Southern 


Kingdom, or the Kingdom of Ju- 
dah, now carried away to Baby- 
lon, were later restored, or at 
least their descendants were re- 
stored to Palestine. 


In the meantime during the 


period of the captivity a great 
prophetic era arose ii Israel, and 
the religious teacners and lead- 
ers of Israel, among a people in 
exile, struck the highest notes of 
moral and ^spiritual idealism, 
giving to the world a profound 
philosophy of triumph in defeat.

BREAD DOUGH MAY BE USED FOR 


A VARIETY OF CAKES AND ROU-S 


If you know h'ow to make bread 


then you have only a step to»go 
to be able to make a variety of 
delicious rolls, rusks and buns— 
which all start with a regular 
bread dough. 


When the bread dough has ris- 


en for the first'time,'when it is 
ready to separate into loaves, is 
the time to take what you wish 
,ilor rolls. The simplest sort are 
made by cutting the dough into 
small pieces, forming into round 
balls and placing in a pan, brush- 
ing with butter and cooking in a 
quick "oven for twenty-live min- 
utes. 
A sort of Parker House roll 


may be made by cutting the 
plain dough into small pieces, 
flattening each piece, spreading 
lightly with butter, and f olding | 
it into a purse. Place these pura- 
es in a pan and cook in a hot 
oven. 
Bread sticks may be made b} 


cutting pieces of dough from the 
•first rising, rolling them out witn 
the lingers to the size of a pen- 
cil and then cutting in lengths 
and laying in a pan to rise. Put 
in a hot oven, and when nearly 
done brush with an egg white. 


To make kringles you snould 


weigh off a hah" pound of the ris- 
en dough. Work into the dougn 
two full tablespoons of sugar 
and two eggs with two table- 
spoons of butter. Add a little 
more flour to make it knead well. 
Roll to pencil sticks, and then 
form on baking pan into rings 
or long shapes. Let riSe and bake 
in a hot oven.
